fed to lay on (lesh if not to become fnt.

to be well" posted, says—"Many 
good 


horses 
devour 
largo 
quantities 


of grain and hay, nnd still continue thin and 
poor. The food eaten is uot properly assim- 
ilated. If the usual feed has been unground 
grain nnd hoy, nothing hut a clmnge will 
effect n desirable alteration in the appearance 
of the animal. 
In ease oil meal cannot bo 


obtained readily, mingle n bushel of flaxseed 
with 11 bushel of barley, one of onls nnd an- 
other bushel of Indian com, and let it bo 
ground into fine meal. 
This will he n fair 


proportion for all his feed. 
Or, the rnenl of 


barley, oats nud corn, in equal quantities, 
may bo first procured nnd one.fourlh part of 
tho oil cake mingled with it, when the menl is 
sprinkled on eut feed. 
Feed two or three 


times daily, mingled with n peck of cut hny 
nnd straw. 
If 
the horse will ent thnt 


amount greedily, let the quantity be gradu- 
nlly increased until he will ent four or sii 
quarls nt every feeding three times n day.
